C h i c a g o , III., June 26.— T'hc un­ 
veiling of the granite monument to 
the memory of the five anarchists, 
Spies, Parsons, Fischer, Lingg and 
Engel, which took place yesterday 
afternoon 
at Waldheim cemetery, 
was an impressive ceremony. 
More 
than 2,500 
persons assembled at 
the burial ground to stamp once 
more with their approval the senti­ 
ment and actions of the men whom 
the state of Illinois found guilty of 
treason and put to death. 
The crowd was orderly and the 
few policemen under whose protec­ 
tion the ceremony took place found 
little 
to do beyond 
keeping the 
sympathizers with anarchy in line 
as they surged through the gates of 
the enclosure. 
It was a crowd of 
Germans, Poles and

seen, and the exercises were carried 
on mainly in foreign tongues. 
The character of 
the speeches 
could not be called incendiary, but 
rather that of a mild protest against 
the existing order of government. 
The 
ringing 
oratory of the days 
when the red flag waved where it 
pleased was gone, and all the en­ 
thusiasm the orators could bring 
from the auditors was an occasional 
outburst of applause, not very cer­ 
tain in its sound. 
A marked feature of the oratory, 
however, and one which was most 
liberally applauded, was a showing 
of strong animosity toward Judges 
Geary and Grinnell and other offi­ 
cials of the law who had been prom­ 
inent in the celebrated trial.

L I F E IN F L A T GREEK. 


FLETCHER’S CLOSE CALL. 


Had It Not Heen fo r a Companionf 
Totn Fletcher Would Also 
Have lo o t His Life. 


A drowning that was attended by 
circumstances peculiarly 
sad o c­ 
curred on Flat creek, at what is 
known as the ‘ ‘hole below the clam,” 
between 4 and 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, the victim being Elmer 
Fleming, 
the 
i8-year-old 
son of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. M. 
Fleming, of 
No. 406 East Seventh street. 
A second young man, Thomas, 
the 17-year-old son of Dr. and Mrs. 
T. J.'Fletcher, also had a narrow 
escape from death in a like man­ 
ner— in fact, was virtually dead for 
a few» minutes, but was resuscitated, 
after faithful attendants had worked 
with him for more than a quarter of 
an hour. 
Early in the afternoon a party of 
young 
men 
consisting 
of 
-Tom 
Feltcher, 
Elmer Fleming, 
Frank 
Monroe, 
John 
Menefee, 
R. 
H. 
Walker, Bouldin Bowers, Joy Hoff­ 
man, 
Bob 
Goodnight, 
Arthur 
Koock, 
John 
Neal 
and 
others 
visited 
the 
creek 
for 
the 
purpose 
of bathing. 
They 
chose 
as the spot the hole below the dam, 
where 
the water 
is from fifteen to 
eighteen feet in depth. 
Several of 
the party were 
good 
swimmers, but young Fleming could 
swim 
only a few 
strokes. 
About 
4:30 o’clock Fleming’s companions 
were horrified at a cry from him for 
help, and an instant later he sank, 
only to rise again. 
Johnny Neal, 
who 
IS 
employed at Walmsley’s, 
hastened to 
the drowning 
boy’s 
assistance and succeeded in getting 
hold of him, but a “ circle current” 
in the stream prevented the rescue. 
Neal worked heroically until he was 
almost exhausted, and then started 
for the shore, but in the meantime 
Arthur Koock had also started to 
Fleming’s assistance. 
Arthur 
reached 
the 
drowning 
boy’s side and held him up for a 
brief period, but was taken with 
cramps and found the task difficult 
of accomplishment— in fact, it was 
all he could do to save himself. 
B y this time T o m Fletcher had 
secured a long pole and was w o rk ­ 
ing 
manfullv 
to save both boys. 
'I’he pole 
was not 
of 
sufficient 
strength for the accomplishment of 
the task, however, and an instant 
later Fletcher himself was caught lu 
an eddy and sank from sight. 
By 
this 
time 
K o o c h had 
been 
fiMced, 
in 
self-jireservation, 
to 
abandon 
Fleming to his fate, and 
he 
sank to rise no more in life. 
When young F'letcher came to the 
surface his cries for help called Bob 
G oodn ig ht to his assistance, and 
he was rescued with great difficulty, 
more dead than alive. 
Of the 
laige number of persons 
present 
nearly 
all 
were 
of 
the 
opinion that Fletcher had passed be­ 
yond 
hope 
of 
resuscitation, 
but 
willing hands set to work rubbing 
and chaffing his limbs, and at the 
expiration of a few minutes 
they 
were rewarded by 
witnessing the 
spark of returning life 
The heroic 
treatment was 
continued 
several 
minutes longer, until the young man 
had passed the danger line. 
In the meantime the 
agonized 
father 
had 
been 
apprised of the 
situation and later was informed of 
the resuscitation. 
The doctor, 
in 
company with 
Dr. Henry Evans, 
hastened to 
the 
scene, 
and 
the 
young 
man 
was 
removed to his 
home in the city, where scores of 
people called during the evening to 
enquire regarding his condition and 
to extend congratulations on the 
narrow escape from death. 
On the 
other 
hand, the Flem­ 
ing 
residence 
on 
East 
Seventh 
street 
was a house of 
mourning. 
Kind-hearted friends had imparted 
the sad intelligence as delicately as 
possible to Mrs. Fleming, but her 
grief was heart-rending to witness. 
With the exception of one of the 
younger children, she was alone, 
Mr. Fleming, the older son, 
Bert, 
and the little daughter, Flossie, be­ 
ing in Parsons. A telegram was far- 
warded to Mr. Fleming, informing 
him of his son’s death, and a little 
later a message was received saying 
that 
he 
and the 
children 
would 
leave for Sedalia on the first train. 
The search for the body of the 
drowned boy was not rewarded un­ 
til about 8 o’clock. 
A negro whose 
name is unknown was the first to 
locate the corpse, he having done 
so while diving. 
He was so badly 
frightened, 
however, that he could 
not be induced to approach 
the 
spot a secono’ time. 
Acting on information furnished 


by the colored man, W. R. Ditton, 
engineer at Bowman & Dorn’s laun­ 
dry, began diving for the body, and 
finally located and brought it to the 
surface. 
With 
the 
assistance 
of 
George Withers and Jack Fessler, 
the corpse was placed in a boat and 
taken 
to 
shore, 
and 
later 
was 
brought 
to 
Hillis’ 
undertaking 
rooms in the city. 
An inquest was held this morn­ 
ing, at which a verdict of accidental 
drowning was returned. 
Mr. Fleming, his son, Bert, and 
daughter, Flossie, arrivetl from Par­ 
sons on the “ flyer” this morning, 
only to find the wife and mother 
utterly prostrated. 
The death is 
one of the saddest the D e m o c r a t 
has ever been called upon to chron­ 
icle, and the afflicted family have 
the sympathy of the entire city. 
The funeral will take place to­ 
morrow.
